C/oH/POA. Operational funds in the anount of $25 were obtained from TFK/PIN. 

2. The meeting took place in Zoom 605, Willard Hotel at 1830 PM, 

Sudject was in good spirits and expressed her pleasure at seeing the under- 
signed again, saying she had carefully waa teed the (sterile) phone number 
in the hope that she could recontact me through it. She was not aware that 
the number was reactivated-when we heard of her pending arrival, Subject 
looked tired and colorless despite her animated conversational tone and 

asual rapidity of speech, She is staying at the Hotel Continental, Room 2, 
(NA 8-1672), until today at the expense of the Subcoumittee,
